Civil Law 
Stymies 
Services

WASHINGTON — The services 
will have to depend for a long 
time to come on “administrative 
sanctions” and foreign courts to 
enforce obedience to rules and pre- 
vent criminal acts by dependents 
and U.S. citizen civilian employees 
on duty with U.S. armed forces 
overseas, according to Benjamin 
Forman, Defense Department as- 
sistant general counsel for inter- 
national matters. 

As a result of this winter’s Su 
preme Court decision that U.S. citi 
zens accompanying U.S. armed 
forces overseas are not subject to 
military courts martial, his office 
has been studying new legislative 
proposals to bring such people un 
der some kind of U.S. criminal 
jurisdiction. So far, these studies 
have produced nothing. 

Defense Department policy has 
come, partly by default, to depend 
on the threat of loss of privileges 
to keep minor offenses under con- 
trol and, for major crimes, to hope 
that foreign courts will take juris-

New Uniforms 
Will Not Be 
Sold by QM 


By JACK VINCENT 


WASHINGTON — A light- 
weight green winter uniform 
of 12 ounce cloth—in contrast 
to the present issue of 16- 
ounce weight fabric — has 
been authorized for Army EM, 
it was announced this week. 

Thus, the Army extended its 
program to have an optional light- 
weight winter uniform to enlisted 
men as well as officers. 

The Army authorized: 

1. An ll-ounce, all-wool gabar- 
dine, for optional wear by male of- 
ficers and warrant officers. 

2. A 12-ounce, all-wool serge, for 
optional winter wear by all male 
personnel, 

The fact that the word “all” was 
included in the order about the 
serge cloth opened the door to en- 
listed men to have an optional uni- 
form about one pound lighter than 
the current 16-ounce issue uniform. 

Uniforms made from the lighter 
fabrics will be available only 
through post exchanges or com- 
mercial outlets. They will NOT be 
sold through Quartermaster sales 
stores. 


It is expected that uniforms 
from the new weight cloths will be 
available in commercial outlets by 
the coming winter season 

In the case of enlisted men, one 
heavy uniform like the present one 
and a new one of the lightweight 


material will meet the require 
ment that every soldier must pos 
sess two winter uniforms by 1 Oc- 
tober of this year. 

It is up to the enlisted man 
whether he wants to spend extra 
money for a lightweight uniform 
since first prices for lightweights 
probably will be higher than QM 
prices for the issued items.

House Group Passes Bill

WASHINGTON — About 2000 
court-martialed Army and Air 
Force men would benefit in pay 
by a. bill the House Armed Serv- 
ices committee approved last week.

Khrushchev Ups 
Our Arms Budget

heen the summit conference came crashing down like 
i Humpty-Dumpty last week its effect on the Defense 
budget was almost instantaneous. On the morning when 
the Washington papers first carried the reports of Premier 
Khrushchev’s incredible press conference following his 
refusal to meet again with the Western leaders, Sen. Rich- 
ard Russell, whose power in the Senate is great, said in a 
committee meeting that there is “no use quibbling over a 
few billion dollars” in the Defense budget in view of 
Khrushchev's actions. 


Later, Russell went farther and said America might not be 
strong enough to persuade Khrushchey “to use ordinary means of 
diplomacy.” He implied that inadequate military strength contributed 
to the disaster in Paris. 

There is no doubt that pressure for changes or increases in the 
Defense budget will continue as the cold war stays frigid following the 
summit collapse.. 

But the two important questions are, where will the money be put 
and will the administration accept it? 

Military leaders must be biting their nails in frustration for 
for this is one of these rare occasions where they would have an 
easy time getting extra money from Congress for pet projects. But 
the administration won’t let them ask for it. 

The first reaction of administration officials was to resist any 
changes. This was a natural first reaction, though even an adminis- 
tration that loves fiscal solvency as much as this one can be expected 
to reassess its position later. 

Under Secretary of Defense James H. Douglas told a Senate 
subcommittee that the budget was drawn with the assumption there 
would be no lessening of the Red threat and the present crisis would 
require no changes. The statement did not meet with a very warm 
response. 

Any increases proposed will still have a tough time passing if the 
administration continues to oppose them—particularly since the 
administration could impound the funds. But in an election year, in 
view of the international crisis, the Congress won’t look too bad 
voting extra money for national defense. 

The world situation will help Defense get some items cut by 
the House restored by the Senate—notably the Bomare-B and the 
aircraft carrier. Douglas made a telling impression when he 
pointed out that interceptor aircraft, which the House provided 
in place of Bomarc, would not be available until a year after 
Bomarc-B is scheduled to be operational. 

The additional funds the House voted anti-submarine warfare, 
Polaris sub speedup, Army weapons modernization, additional airlift, 
and speedup of the Minuteman missile, all or most of which Douglas 
asked be cut out, appear sure to stay in the money bill. The extra 
Minuteman funds were only $20.7 million and there will surely be 
no quibbling over that figure.

POLITICIANS ARE human beings and so it is not surprising 
that most of them found the Summit disaster confirmed what they 
had been saying all along. 
Rep. Frank Kowalski, of Connecticut, said it was now 


“jmperative that we get the men out of the kitchens and into the 
combat units where they are needed.” 

Sens. Howard W. Cannon, of Nevada, and Barry Goldwater, of 
Arizona, two of the best friends of the Air Force in the Senate, said 
funds for the B-70 had to be increased by millions. 

On the day after the Summit breakup, before Khrushchev’s 
Berlin speech, some of the more learned Defense experts on the 
Hill were saying privately that the most likely course of the 
Russians would be a return to the brushfire war tactics of the 
Stalin era, This would mean, in turn that we had to shore up our 
conventional war forces. And our airlift. On that very day Gen. 
Nathan Twining, chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, told the 
Senate Defense Appropriations subcommittee that Berlin was “our 
No. 1 headache.” 

Khrushchev’s Berlin speech, in which he said he would not press 
the Berlin issue and would help to keep things in their present state 
until the next summit meeting seven or eight months from now, 
quieted some of the fears of brushfire breakouts. But the danger of 
peripheral probes is still considered serious and there will be some 
attempts to increase conventional forces. 

In a curious way, Khrushchev’s Berlin speech may bring 
increases in the Defense appropriation. One of the most startling 
things about his behavior is the repeated implication that he wants 
to wait and deal with another President. And since he has made his 
dislike of Nixon clear, that means a Democratic president. Needless 
to say, the one thing the Democrats don’t want is to go into the 
election as Khrushchev’s favorite party and they are ready to vote 
extra Defense funds to make it crystal clear they will stand up to 
Khrushchev as toughly as anyone. 

The general Administration-Congressional debate on Defense 
will be intensified, inevitably, by the extension of the cold war. 
Lyndon Johnson, Senate Democratic Leader, exemplified Congres- 
sional impatience when he noted the new Defense requests in the 
Senate were just “$500,000 or one thousandth of one percent below 
the original budget request.” 

And he added scathingly, “The whole world situation may be 
ehanged . .. but the preparedness program must still be held 
to a magic ceiling established by the Budget Director.” 

But veteran House Armed Services committee chairman Car] 
Vinson, of Georgia, who has served in Congress through three wars, 
took the Summit collapse in stride. Asked his opinion on the crisis, 
he turned to Rep. Kowalski, a 30-year Army veteran, and said, “Well, 
if things get too bad we can always put old Frank back in uniform.”

of Officers to fill vacancies as in- 
telligence specialists and, by 
chance, the officers assigned to fill 
these positions are all Artillery 
officers. 

What happens is that the assign- 
ment of these officers uses up the 
installation’s Artillery officer quota 
(even though none of the officers 
is assigned to Artillery jobs). When 
a vacancy arises for an Artillery 
commander (who must be an Ar- 
tillery officer), personnel’ officials 
can’t requisition an officer to fill the 
vacancy. They’ve already filled 
their Artillery quota. 

Problems of this type, it was 
learned, are known to involve avia- 
tors, key logisticians and comp- 
trollers, as well as intelligence 
specialists. 4

THE SOLUTION to the problem 
seems to be for those responsible 
for requisitioning officers to fill 
specialist jobs to specify what 
branch or branches these officers 
should be identified with. In other 
words, if their branch quotas call 
for 10 percent Artillery and they 
need 10 intelligence specialists, 
they should specify in their request 
that they only want one Artillery 
officer assigned. 

Officials .said that the specialist 
areas have no formula for branch 
support, and that this is desirable 
because “officers should be free 
to enter into the specialist area pro- 
grams on an individual basis and 
without restrictions being imposed 
by career branches.” 

_ But the Army has recently pub- 
lished a breakdown of over-all 
branch ratios which could be help- 
ful in this regard. The Army has 
also sent a letter out to all com- 
manders calling their attention to 
the problem and instructing them 
on how to deal with it.

Servicemen on leaving the 
military—for a short break, 
on permanent separation, or 
on retirement—receive sums 
of money ranging from vir- 
tually nothing up te $26,000. 

Accrued basic pay, allowances, 
and leave, and travel mileage to 
home, are the items persons nor- 
mally think of when contemplating 
what their “final settlement” will 
total.

Reserve bonus $4000; accrued pay 
and allowances $984; accrued leave 
$1600; travel mileage home $160. 
This totals $25,944! 

But to return to reality. Pay 
and allowances accumulate to and 
including the date of separation. 
All monies due are payable by the 
finance officer at the base of sep- 
aration—as a normal thing. This 
includes the six cents a mile travel- 
home money; it includes the var- 
ious severance pays, bonus, etc. 

In striking the total the fi- 

nance officer may make some 
deductions. There’s income and 
Social Security taxes. Indebted- 
ness to an activity under service 
control, like your club bill, is 
deductible. A previous overpay- 
ment would be deducted, pro- 
vided it were discovered. 


Or perhaps earlier you had been 
fined by court-martial, but didn’t 
pay. So you were imprisoned-- 
“detained”—instead. The amount 
of the fine was withheld from your 
pay, until final separation. Then 
it is repaid as part of the final 
settlement. This is the little known 
“detention” pay. 

* ~ * 


WHEN SERVICE ends other| 
than at the end of 2 month, the ac- | 
crued pay and allowances are pro-| 
rated to include the days actually 
served (including the separation 
date). Treat all months, including | 
February, as having 30 days. Thus, | 
if separation occurs on July 10,| 
figure a third of a month’s pay} 
and allowances, not 10/3lsts. 

(In all references to “pay and| 
allowances” include the following: | 
basic pay, quarters allowance and 
subsistence; doctor, dentist and/| 
veterinary pay; overseas pay, fly 
ing and other hazardous duty pay; 
and generals’ personal money al- 
lowance). 

Next, take leave. It accrues 
on the basis of two and one-half 
days for each month of service. 
The accrual limit—for cash pay- 
ment purposes at separation 
time — is 60 days. Thus, if 
monthly pay and allowances total 








at — time. 

Accrued leave is not compensat- 
ed in cash where there is a change 
in military status, Le., an officer 
is augmented into the Regular serv- 
ice. The accrued leave merely car- 
ries forward. 

Men completing a hitch, however, 
who plan to reenlist, do get a cash 
settlement. But men discharged 
prior to expiration of term of serv- 
ice to reenlist don’t get a cash 
settlement. They carry the ac- 
crual forward. 

Separation travel money is sim- 
ple to caleulate—six cents a mile 
from the last station to the place 
the person elects to receive trav- 
el allowances. 

If overseas, the mileage includes 
the land distance to the embarka- 
tion port plus the distance from 
the Stateside debarkation point to 
home. 

Exit mileage is also payable 
(1) when a person departing serv- 
ice in the States is going to live 
overseas and (2) from one place 
outside the states to another for- 
eign site. Chapter four of the 
-— Travel Regulations explains 
all.

But it does await many men short- 
ly thereafter, if they re-up within 
24 hours of discharge. 

The present “new” bonus was 
established six years ago. It is 
usually the most profitable. For 
a first re-up, it pays one month’s 
base pay for each year of the new 
hitch. On a second reenlistment, 
the bonus is two-thirds of this 




















amount. On a third it is one-third, 
and on a fourth or later reup the 
bonus is one-sixth. 

No bonus is payable for any 
service beyond 20 years. Total 
of all reup benuses collected 
cannot exceed $2000. 

A word of caution: the amount 
of bonus payable is based on base 


pay “to which the man is entitled | half 


at time of discharge.” A man sep- 
arating with exactly four years 
service, for instance, will figure his 
reup bonus at the rate of “over 
three years” (see pay scale), be- 
cause he does not begin drawing 
the “over four years” pay rate 
until he begins his new hitch. 

A typical bonus situation finds 
an E-4 with “over three years” 
reupping for the first time. If 
his reenlistment is for four 
years, his bonus is $640. 

There is an “old” bonus men 
can elect instead of the 1954 reup 
bonus, but generally it doesn’t pay 
as much. It provides a flat sum 
on reenlistment, based on the 
years in the new hitch. Amounts 
are $40 for two years, $90 for 
three, $160 for four, $250 for five 
and $360 for six. This plan will 
grant no more than four reenlist- 
ments, nor can the total be more 
than $1400. 

But otherwise eligible can col- 
lect up to 30 years instead of the 
20 limit under the “new.”

® EDITORIAL 
Zeus Delay 


A general air of unhappiness is discern- 
ible among the men at Redstone Arsenal re- 
sponsible for perfecting the Nike Zeus mis- 
sile-killer. They believe they have progressed 
as far as they can in the missile’s develop- 
ment and now would like to go into produc- 
tion so as to make possible further and more 
exacting tests. But the Defense Department 
won’t let them do it. 

That, at least, is the impression to be 
gained from Col. John G. Zierdt, who heads 
the Army’s Zeus project at Redstone. He re- 
cently told a Huntsville Times interviewer 
that Zeus was as ready for production now as 
it will ever be, but was being held back by 
Defense’s following of the Eisenhower edict 
that it must first be “adequately tested.” 

“If we didn’t believe it was adequate and 
capable,” Zierdt said, “we wouldn’t be ad- 
vocating the spending of the taxpayers’ 
money on it.” 

Of course, John Q. already is putting up 
large chunks of cash in developing and re- 
fining the Zeus system. Fourteen govern- 
mental laboratories and other facilities, em- 
ploying 10,000 contract personnel and 1000 
government workers, are engaged in the 
program. 

The tests so far carried out on Zeus ap- 
pear to have been both thorough and con- 
vincing. A couple of weeks ago, the first 
underground launch was successfully made 
at White Sands Missile Range, N.M. Six 
actual firings have also been carried out at 
White Sands, following numerous other but 
less spectacular tests. 

At Redstone, the principal testing has 
been done by Thiokol Chemical Corp., which 
makes the solid fuel and the booster. There 
have been static firings at the Ordnance Mis- 
sile Laboratories, too. 

Future testing is scheduled at four sites. 
Electronic data gathered from firings at 
Cape Canaveral will be used in developing 
the Zeus radar units. Eventually, the radar 
testing will be at Ascension Island, 4000 
miles out from Florida in the South Atlantic. 
Point Mugu, Calif., and Kwajalein-Johnston 
Islands in the Pacific are the other two major 
test sites. In the final stages of development 
at Kwaj live ballistic missiles will probably 
be used as targets. 

But the question seems to be: Should the 
Defense Department wait before a ballistic 
“kill” is actually made before approving 
production — or even allowing the ground- 
work of production to be laid? 

The men actually on the job believe this 
would be unwise. “We think we can’t afford 
to wait,” says Zierdt. “There will always be 
bugs in any system, which must be worked 
out, but we believe Zeus is designed so that 
we can adjust it as the threat (of changes 
in enemy intentions and capabilities) 
changes. 

When the jet planes were developed we 
had no defense against them and it is 
Zierdt’s belief that if we had waited until 
we had a complete defense before starting, 
we would have been lost. He points out that 
Zeus is more competent, at this stage of de- 
velopment, than the first Ajax was in the 
days of Korea. Ajax was still in the research 
and development stage in 1950, but produc- 
tion was started anyway. 

Zeus, in fact, is just as ready for produc- 
tion as Redstone, Corporal and the other mis- 
siles were when we started to produce them. 
Why should not production and testing over- 
lap in this case?

I recently came across the 
original review of the communist 
bible in a special section put 
out by the New York Times al- 
most 10 years ago. The section 
reprinted reviews of famous 
books as the reviews appeared 
when the books were first pub- 
lished. 

Most of the original reviews 
stand up extremely well when 
read in 1960. A few appear 
to be carping and nit-picking 
by contemporary standards. 
The reviewer of Mark Twain’s 
“Adventures of Tom Sawyer,” 
for example, praised the book 
highly but said it had an “un- 
necessarily sinister tinge.” 

The reviewer was perceptive 
enough in 1877 when he men- 
tioned that one of the charac- 
ters, Huck Finn, was touched 
by the hand of a master. But, 
said the reviewer, “in the books 
to be placed into children’s 
hands for purposes of recreation, 
we have a preference for those 
of a milder type...” Our stan- 
dards certainly have changed.

THE 1886 reviewer of Tol- 
stoy’s “War and Peace” liked it 
fairly well, but he disagreed 
sharply with Tolstoy’s point of 
view. He called it an illustrat- 
ed historical essay rather than 
a novel, and he complained 
about the awkwardness resulting 
from the fact that the book was 
translated from Russian into 
French, then from French into 


In that same year, the New 
York Times carried a review of 
Robert Louis Stevenson's “Dr. 


rther from solution than by the

Jekyll and Mr. Hyde.” It was 
a pretty good story, the reviewer 
wrote, but unfortunately the 
story made him smile in the 
wrong places. He summed up 
his opinion with: 

“Compared ... with the gen- 
eral run of fiction available 
today, the book must take high 
rank for its style, ingenious 
plot, and implied moral.” 

In 1890, there appeared a re- 
view of Rudyard Kipling’s 
“Plain Tales from the Hills.” 
The book was described as a 
collection of “short stories by 
an Anglo-Indian, whose name 
is already known on this side of 
the Atlantic.” The Times man 
said the plots were slight but 
clever and he added that the 
book wouldn’t enhance Kipling’s 
literary fame. 

Five years later, the Times 
carried a review of “The Time 
Machine,” by H. G. Wells. The 
brief review knocked the book, 
calling it “a pessimistic busi- 
ness.” . Another reviewer was 
kinder to O. Henry when he 
published his “Cabbages and 
Kings” in 1904. Said the re- 
view: 

“Written by a less able hand 
than Mr. Henry’s the book might 
have been a sad jumble .. . but 
as it is one finds a joy in its 
very obscurity.”

I GOT ONE surprise out of a 
1913 review of Sigmund Freud’s 
“The Interpretation of Dreams.” 
I was startled to read that psy-

Policy. The arguments in favor of 
continued centralization are per- 
suasive these days. A single cen- 

plant, a single large 
power station, a single consolidated 
mess hall or office building or in- 
dustrial (factory) complex is cheap- 
er to run and easier to maintain. 


Control is also easier when larg- 


its. er numbers of men are gathered in- 


to a single area. Statistics are 
more meaningful when applied to 
large groups than to small. This 
makes prediction of requirements 
at large posts easier. And if pre- 
diction is easier, then budget plan- 
ning is easier, because it depends 
on forecasts of requirements. 

The key is, of course, budget 
planning. 

In this Army regulation, the all- 
pervading control of the Bureau of 
the Budget is apparent. The Bud- 
get Bureau neither wrote nor ap- 
proved this regulation, but the Bu- 
reau was laid down “broad guide- 
Les” which say in effect, “So long 
as you reduce costs, what you do is 
good. If you can’t show continued 
savings or if you ask for more 
money, we'll chop you down.”

CENTRALIZATION is a require- 
ment, even though Budget never 
says a word about it. Saving money 
overrides such other considerations 
as: 


Dispersal — For a potential at- 
tacker with lots of weapons, how 
nice of the Army to put its combat 
strength together in division - size 
targets Four or five good-sized 
bombs wipe out a division and its 
support and their equipment. 

Community Relations — “Out of 
sight, out of mind.” The fewer 
posts the Army has, the fewer com- 
munities will be closely connected 
with the military. The fewer com- 
munities that see soldiers regular- 
ly, the fewer people who will be 
aware of what the Army is and 
what its needs are. The fewer who 
know the Army, the less support it 
will have from the general public. 
The less support the Army has, the 
less pressure there will be for 
money to meet “Modern Army 
Needs.” This balances budgets. 

Centralization and the arguments 
for it ignor modern communica- 
tions potential—ADPS, transceiver, 
teletype and similar means—which 
have made separation of units unim- 
portant. 

Also ignored is the requirement 
that relatively junior officers such 
as colonels (a major general must 
command a post of 20,000 to 25,000 
men) are better prepared to be ef- 
fective commanders if they must 
solve daily problems on their own. 
The close control that is exercised 
at large posts destroys initiative.

THIS REGULATION proves 
again that the dollar is in command. 
Decentralization, dispersal of units 
and facilities to a reasonable degree 
would certainly cost money, even 
$100 million or $200 million. This 
is a sum that the powers that be 
figure is worth saving. 

But investment of this amount 
could pay off handsomely. The 
payoff, however, can’t be assigned 
a dollar value that can be com- 
puted. So the budgeteers can’t 
recognize it. This is too bad for 
the Army.

Bombshells, plain bums to New Englanders, were thrown from 
cohorns — mortars made by Cohorn of Scotland — (what old Indian- 
fighter Israel Putnam insisted on calling “cow horns.”) 

Skilled artillerists were rare, and one bombardier, whose job it 
was to light portfires, related that at the siege of Quebec “two of our 
artillery men were wounded very much, by the cartridges taking 


fire while ramming them home.” 


Assistants were supposed to cool such overheated barrels with 
buckets of water; the job that earned the wife of Sergeant Hayes the 


immortal nickname of Molly Pitcher. 


May 30 was celebrated for 
many years as “Decoration Day,” 
before the name was changed to 
the more appropriate Memorial 
Day. It is said that the name 
Decoration Day arose from the 
very popular poem, quoted 
above, by the Detroit poet. For 
many years it was used every- 
where on that day—at the graves, 
in the schools, and at patriotic 
assemblies. “Lying so silent by 
night and by day, Sleeping the 
years of their manhood away,” 
always brought tears.

Sinclair Lewis’ “Main Street” 
was favorably received in 1920, 
with the reviewer calling it a 
remarkable and absorbing novel.

A year later, John Dos Passos 
published his strong anti-war 
novel, “Three Soldiers.”

He said the story was 
told brutally and with calculated 
sordidness, and was a strongly 
unrealistic portrait of American 
men in the First World War. 
Dos Passos, said the reviewer, 
“achieved a nationwide insult” 
with a book that was described 
as “unspeakably dreary and un- 
convincing.”

SCORES of books about World 
War I were published during 
the 1920s, and one of the best of 
them was Eric Maria Remarque’s 
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more violent rantings found in 
the original German. 

One of the book reviews, a 
1921 study of Ejinstein’s theory 
of relativity, left me far behind 
because of the scientific and 
mathematical content. But the 
reviewer raised an interesting 
point: If Einstein had shown 
the world that there are more 
than three dimensions — Ein- 
stein showed us a fourth — why 
couldn’t there be even moze di- 
mensions?

Techniques at Ft. Benning 


FORT BENNING, Ga—A new 
breed of American fighting man— 
the para-frogman—is being created 
through the joint efforts of The In- 
fantry School’s Airborne-Air Mobil- 
ity Department at Fort Benning 
and the Navy’s Underwater Demo- 
lition Team No. 21 at Little Creek,

UDT 21 is assigned to the Atlan- 
tic Fleet Amphibious Force and is 
the only UDT on the East Coast.

HAMILTON said that the frog- 
men do not get any extra pay for 
going on jump status—they are al- 
ready drawing hazardous duty pay 
for handling explosives. 

After returning to Little Creek, 
the para-frogmen engage in fre- 
quent practice jumps, over both 
land and water. When the jumps 
are made over water, the sailors 
activate the new Capewell release 
on their parachutes about 25 feet 
over the water. This new device, 
developed and tested by the Army 
and first put into general use at 
Benning, separates the entire can- 
opy from the parachute harness 
and prevents the jumper from be- 
coming entangled in the suspension 
lines and canopy after hitting the 
water. 

In comparing the UDT training 
with the airborne course, Hamilton 
said, “Both courses have phases 
that are extremely difficult, but 
the UDT course is longer—16 
weeks as compared to the three- 
week jump school.” 

He added that during the aver- 
age UDT class, 75 to 100 per cent 
of the students “quit” or “wash 
out.”

THERE ARE two classes con- 
ducted each year by UDT 21. The 
summer class is taught entirely at 
Little Creek, while ‘the winter 
class is conducted in the warm 
waters at Roosevelt Roads, Puerto 
Rico, after a conditioning period 
at Little Creek 

After the two-week conditioning, 
the frogmen go into the phase 
“that separates the sharks from 
the goldfish.” The students under- 
go day after day of long runs and 
swims, almost unbearable harass- 
ment, and loss of sleep. 

“This is where we lose most of 
‘em,” Hamilton said. 

During the course, the men 
learn UDT tactics, use of explo- 
sives, and about all UDT equip- 
ment other than the underwater 
breathing apparatus, use of s.hieh 
is taught in the advanced course.

This is in addition to 360 already 
on order, and the first M-60s are 
now beginning to roll off the pro- 
duction line. It already has been 
announced that 180 of ‘the initial 
order will be sent to Europe to 
begin replacing the M-48s. The 
other half of the first production 
run will go to schools and evalua- 
tion boards. 

While there was no announce- 
ment of what units would get the 
720 tanks just ordered, it was 
believed in official circles that 
most of them would go to Europe 
to modernize armored divisions 
guarding the Iron Curtain. 

It also was believed that the 
M-48s would be mothballed in 
Europe as they are replaced to 
provide a combat reserve. The 
older M-47s were stored in Europe 
after armored and infantry there 
got the M-48s.

The Army for months has been 
searching for an adequate cloth 
for a lightweight uniform. Such 
weights are desired to make the 
uniform more comfortable when it 
has to be worn indoors or during 
mild winter climate. 

“It is felt,” the Army said, “that 
the above authorization will pro- 
vide lightweight fabrics which are 
desired while still permitting the 
Department of the Army to main- 
tain the desired uniformity of ap- 
pearance which was achieved with 
the adoption of the Army Green 
uniform.” 

In July of 1959, the Army had 
approved a lightweight blended 
fabric of 60 percent polyester fiber 
and 40 percent wool for a new 
lightweight winter uniform if such 
cloth could meet _ specifications 
established under quality control. 

The Army explained that since 
that time “it has developed that 
the capability of the textile indus- 
try to dye a blended polyester and 
wool fabric consistently, within the 
required shade limits, does not now 
exist.” 

The Army added that still recog- 
nizing “the desirability of a light- 
weight winter uniform” it then de- 
cided to turn to all wool fabrics. 

It was not known how widely 
available lightweight greens would 
be at post exchanges and commer- 
cial outlets.

diction. There hag been no defense 
directive to overseas commanders 
other than the order not to ask 
foreign countries to waive jurisdic- 
tion on cases involving civilians 
or to charge them under court mar- 
tial procedures. 





OVERSEAS commanders have 
indicated that they have been able 
to live without the outlawed courts 
martial jurisdiction in civilian 
criminal cases, Forman said that 
cables crossing his desk did not 
give any indication that there had 
been an increase in misconduct by 
civilians with the military. 

Such offenses as moving traffic 
violations on U.S. military posts 
are being punished by depriving 
the offender of various privileges 
such as the PX, right to buy POL, 
or, in the case of civilian em- 
ployees, as distinct from depend- 
ents, by ‘suspension from the job, 
grade reduction or, in extreme 
cases, outright release. Threat of 
sending an individual home is the 
greatest that the services have. 

Such “administrative sanctions” 
are adequate to control these 
minor violations. 

For major criminal acts, local 
police and local courts are called 
in. 

This leaves certain loopholes, 
Forman pointed out. For exam- 
ple, there are acts considered 
crimes against the American gov- 
ernment which are not criminal in 
the foreign jurisdiction. While it 
would be possible to try a person 
for treason, if he could be returned 
to U.S. jurisdiction, there 1s very 
little that the U.S. government can 
do if the individual refuses to come 
back to the United States. 

Loss of passport and of visa is a 
threat. But this brings into the 
picture the long history of court 
cases involving the State Depart- 
ment’s right to lift a passport, par- 
ticularly that of an individual ac- 
cused but not convicted of a crime.

ANOTHER LOOPHOLE involves 
the question of whether a foreign 
government cares about an act, 
considered a serious crime in the 
United States but not considered 
serious in the foreign country 
where all those involved are U.S. 
citizens. There are indications that 
some countries would not be in- 
terested in maintaining “law and 
order” for the American military 
community unless one of their own 
citizens was involved. 

In the search for alternatives, the 
suggestion has been frequently 
made that either a roving or a 
permanent District Court be set up 
in various foreign jurisdictions. 
The State Department, Forman 
said, has indicated that this 
wouldn’t be accepted by most for- 
eign governments where U.S. forces 
are stationed. 

Another problem is that there is 
no federal criminal code for many 
offenses simply because such of- 
fenses are handled by the various 
states. Adoption of a complete 
criminal code, perhaps like that of 
the District of Columbia, would 
raise all kinds of questions which 
his office isn’t prepared at this time 
to give any answers to.

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New Booklet Tells All: 





Are Your Personal 
Affairs in Order? 


By BRUCE CALLANDER 


WASHINGTON—Members who 
don’t leave wills or other instruc- 
ons behind “when something hap- 
ns” may be leaving their fami- 
ies at the mercy of whatever sur- 
vivors’ laws exist in the states 
where they die. And they could 
be robbing them of some vital bene- 
ts. 

These sobering points were made 
this week as the services revised 
their pamphlet entitled “Your Per- 
sonal Affairs.” The booklet, re- 
vised for the first time since 1957, 
is an all-services publication (DOD 
Pam 6-15, DA Pam 355-101). 

Designed to help members keep 
better track of their current fi- 
nances and set their estates in 
better order in case of emergency 
the booklet covers practically all 
government benefits, records and 
services. Here, briefly are some of 
the high lights (members should 
see the pamphlet or their personal 
affairs officers for full details): 

a * - 

WILLS—Key elements are names 
of (1) an executor to see that pos- 
sessions are distributed as the 
member wished, (2) beneficiaries 
for the estate and (3) a guardian 
for minor children if both parents 
are killed. Without a will property 
may be distributed according to 
State law. The pamphlet advises 
consulting a legal officer or civilian 
attorney to see if a will is advisable 
jn a particular case. It warns 
against a standard form or a do- 
it-yourself will, Members who last 
made a will in War II or Korea 
should make sure it is valid (war- 
time wills are not in some states) 
and covers the changes in family 
status, estates, etc.

PERSONAL AFFAIRS RECORD 
—All services have some form of 
record filed for the use of casualty 


officers in an emergency. A sample 
form is included in the pamphlet 
for next-of-kin. It is a confidential 
statement on which the member 
can list his family, tell where im 
sortant papers are located (will, 
Pirth and marriage certificates, in- 


surance policies) and where bank 
accounts or other assets are kept.

MILITARY RECORDS —A full 
personal file available to survivors 
can help speed claims and benefits.

EMERGENCY DATES — Each 
service keeps a card showing 


names of next of kin, who should 
get unpaid pay and allowance and 
gratuity payments and other bene- 
ficiary information, But, it is up to 
the member to keep the record 
current,

LEGAL HELP—A legal assist- 
ance officer, a licensed attorney, 
will help with advice on wills, di- 
vorce actions, power of attorney, 
estates, etc. He cannot help with 
a civil case, advise on crimnial mat- 
ters or act as a process server. 
Both members and dependents 
should know what a legal assist- 
ance officer can and cannot do for 
them.

POWER OF ATTORNEY—A le- 
gal document giving another per 
son power to act as the member’s 
agent can be useful, especially for 
overseas assignees. But, members 
should know the extent and limi- 
tations of the power. A limited 
power of attorney, restricting the 
agent to only certain specific ac 
tions, may be a better form of pro 
tection.

LIFE INSURANCE — Newer 
servicemen do not have govern- 
ment life insurance. But, there are 
still many who hold older govern- 
ment policies and pay premiums on 
it themselves, It is generally cheap- 
er than any commercial policies. 
Commercial coverage should be 
checked closely, particularly by 
new members. Among other things, 
they should make sure that a policy 
which covered them in civilian 
life does not carry restrictions 
limiting the protection while they 
are in service, especially if they 
are on flying or other hazardous 
duty. Premiums can be paid on 
many commercial policies by allot- 
ment,

BANK ACCOUNTS — Joint ac- 
counts are often a good way of as- 
suring that a survivor can quickly 
get at funds in an emergency. 
There are some possible disad- 
vantages, however, Some states may 
not allow tax exemptions for serv- 
icemen, for example, where their 
accounts are joint. It’s another 
good point to check with a legal 
assistance officer. A safe deposit 
box is also a good protection for 
stocks, bonds, insurance policies 
and other valuables,

DEPENDENT BENEFITS—Gen- 
erally, the services all follow the 
basic rule that members are ex- 
pected to provide for their families. 
Enlisted members are required to 
start Class Q (quarters) allot- 
ments, all members may use allot- 
ments for buying bonds, sending 
money home, banking it or for a 
variety of purposes. Other benefits 
for families include transportation 
(grade E-4 with four years and 
above only), movement of house- 
hold goods, dislocation allowance, 
government quarters (E-4 with 
seven years and above only) and 
medical care. The government also 
supplies help with home buying 
in the form of low-interest loan 
protection.

SURVIVORS’ BENEFITS — A 
variety of protection is allowed to 
next-of-kin and families including 
(1) a lump sum payment of six 
months’ base and incentives pay 
(not allowances) (2) dependency 
and indemnity compensation, a form 
of pension for widows and chil- 
dren (3) social security payments 
(4) contingency option (a partici- 
pating program for retired mem- 
bers who want to increase sur- 
vivors’ benefits by paying for it 
with a reduced retirement income) 
(5) medical care (6) burial ex- 
penses (7) loans to widows (for 
War II or Korean service, made 
through. VA) (8) war orphan’s 
education benefits (for war veter- 
ans, also through VA).

‘Career’ Means Progress 


Editor’s Note — The following 
article is the 11th in a series 
signed by the Department of the 
Army to familiarize enlisted per- 
sonnel with the enlisted career 
management program. 


Some people do the same job 
year after year throughout their 
working lives without making 
much progress as to pay, position 
or prestige and call it a career. 
This is not true of the “career 
soldier” for a “military -career” 
means progress on the job. 

Career progression is set up so 
that a soldier can proceed logically 
up the chain of skills, authority 
and responsibility. This progres- 





sion should be according to the 


de-| blueprint laid out for his career 


pattern. In preparing for advance- 
ment, there is nothing more 
portant than getting the “know 
how” required of the next higher 
skill level. There are “time-in- 
grade” restrictions on promotion 
which give the soldier an oppor- 
tunity to become fully competent 
in each grade and to have the 
time and opportunity to prepare 
himself for the next higher skill 
level. 

The Army provides opportunity 
to attend schools where school 
training is the only means of at- 
taining the skills required of the 
next higher level.

Commanders, under the new reg- 
ulation, are required to requisition 
individuals. for 100 percent of their 
projected vacancies, including posi- 
tions occupied by those in a lower 
grade. Where an appointment quo- 
ta already has been received by 
subordinate commanders, an ex- 
ception is made for lower grade 
incumbents who have been se- 
lected for promotion to the higher 
grade to fill such a quota. 

When requirements on pending 
requisitions are filled by promo- 
tions to the supergrades or by local 
reassignment action, commanders 
must make an immediate request 
for cancellation of such require- 
ments. Conceivably, such a request 
could be turned down.

AFTER ASSIGNMENT instrue- 
tions or orders have been issued 
by DA in Washington to fill super- 
grade positions, subordinate com- 
manders may not take action to fill 
the vacancy by promotion of an 
incumbent or by local reassign- 
ment action. 


The latter is probably the key to 
keeping authorized supergrade po- 
sitions from becoming overstrength 
in certain MOSs. 

The Army declared that machine 
processes have been intreduced by 
DA to “streamline procedures for 
centralized assignments” for all 
E-8s and E-9s. This will speed up 
information on the status of indi- 
viduals and those available for re- 
assignment.

Social Specialists 
Rate Supergrades 


SCHOFIELD BARRACKS, Ha 
waii: I have just read with inter- 
est the many letters published in 
reference to the misuse or malas- 
signment of MOSs, injustices in 
awarding supergrades, etc. I 
would like to voice my unhappi- 
ness about the overlooked MOS 
916 (social work specialist). Con- 
trary to many mistaken ideas, the 
duties of a social work specialist 
do not involve recreational activi- 
ties or social events. It is a tech- 
nical MOS in the medical career 
field (reference AR 611-201). 

Briefly, the primary duties of a 
social work specialist are to assist 
the social work officer and psychia- 
trist in the performance of their 
mission of conserving fighting 
strength and in evaluating and 
treating individuals with emo- 
tional problems. The patients in- 
clude active military, dependents, 
retired and other civil- 
iams as authorized by regulations. 

A large percentage of social 
work specialists have degrees, and 
in some cases, advanced degrees. 
The remaining small percentage 
are school-trained. 

As a former first sergeant who 
was transferred to this field not 
by choice or because of ineffici- 
ency, I feel as well qualified tech- 
nically as any other NCOIC or 
first sergeant. I returned to school 
and obtained a master’s degree at 
my own expense. I was not fortu- 
nate enough to qualify for the 
“bootstrap progam.”

MOSs so a check can be kept on 
the situation.

FORT EUSTIS, Va. — A 48 man 
party debarked last week on one 
of the longest expeditions in the 
history of polar exploration. The 
party, consisting of soldiers and 
civilian scientists as well as Navy 
and Marine participants, will travel 
over 2000 miles across the great 
Greenland icecap during the next 
three months. 


This expedition, known as Proj- 
ect Lead Dog 60, will be second in 
miles traveled only to the famous 
Sr Vivian Fuchs Trans - Antarctic 
expedition of 1957-1958. 


The expedition is being con- 
ducted by the Army’s Transporta- 
tion Environmental Operations 
Group (TREOG) in order to locate 
routes from the icecap to the north- 
ern-most land areas of the world 
and to support military and civil- 
ian scientists who are conducting 
studies of the physical nature of 
the Arctic. 

In addition to the 14,000 vehicle 
miles which will be traveled by 
the expedition vehicles, the TREOG 
aviation section will fly over 3000 
hours in support of the expedition. 
These flights will be made by both 
light fixed wing aircraft and H-34C 
helicopters, and will consist of 
flights for the limited resupply of 
emergency items and for the aerial 
reconnaissance of the routes which 
will be followed. 

During the period the _ ex- 
pedition is on the icecap, the 
personnel will eat, sleep and spend 




















their free hours in-wanigans. Thése 
are specially built 15-ton house 
trailers mounted on sleds and in- 
sulated against the Arctic cold. 
These wanigans, as well as sleds 
carrying the expedition’s supplies, 
will be towed behind six D-8 Cater- 

's tractors. These tractors have 

their tracks widened and 
lengthened to permit them to move 
over snow and have had heated 
cabs added to protect the operators 
from the weather. In addition, the 
expedition wili use the Army’s 
newest concept in transporting 
fuel; these are large rubber tires, 
known as rolling liquid transport- 
ers, which can be filled“with 1000 
gallons of fuel and rolled behind 
the expedition vehicles.

was uplifted when the Rockies 
started growing 60,000,000 years 
ago, and numerous cracks formed 
in-the limestone. 

Ground water entered the fis- 
sures, dissolving the limestone. 
The chambers were enlarged when 
great masses of undermined rock 
crashed down. Finally, the water 
table fell, and air filled the cavities. 

The decorative phase of cave 
building set in about a million 
years ago. Rain water, seeping 
in from the surface, picked up 
limestone. Wherever it dripped 
slowly enough, evaporation 
squeezed out the water and de- 
posited minerals which, layer 
by layer, formed stalactites, sta- 
lagmites, and fantastic statuary. 

About 95 percent of the cave 
now is dry and dormant. Only a 
climatic upheaval in semiarid New 
Mexico could start the formations 
growing again. 

Spanish conquistadors marched 
by the cave, and pioneer trails 
wound near its entrance. New 
Mexico ranchers of the 1880's 
called it Bat Cave because of the 
sky-darkening flights of bats that 
swirl out of it at dusk in sum- 
mer. As many as 8,000,000 bats 
have slept in the cavern at one 
time, and 100,000 tons of guano 
have been taken from the floor. 

The first man to explore the 
deep recesses of the cave was 
James Larkin White, a young cow- 
boy who lowered himself by rope.

THE COMPACT HISTORY OF THE UNITED STATES MARINE CORPS, 
Pierce and Frank O. Hough. Hawthorn Books, Inc., New York, Illustrated by Gil Wi

ROM time to time someone makes history readable 

and enjoyable. “The Compact History of the United 
States Marine Corps” is both. 

Philip Pierce has collected the nearly two centuries 
of Marine Corps history into a very readable book. 
The double time pace which it follows has not hurt the 
record in the least. 

This is the first complete history of the Marines 
undertaken since the beginning of World War II. Its 
concise appraisal of the events which led to the Marine 
Corps which today’s generation ‘knows are valuable to 
the Marine and the man in mufti as well. 

Pierce has clearly shown the way in which the 
island-hopping Corps of War II evolved from the 
training grounds of the Banana Wars and a study of 
the dismal failure of amphibious operations at Galli- 


poli. 

The treatment of the Corps is an honest one. If they 
oofed, Pierce admits it, as in his commentary on the 
irst Battle of Bull Run in which he says, “It would be 

a pleasure to record that the performance of the Marines 
stood as the one redeeming feature of an otherwise dis- 
graceful military action, as it had at Bladensburg. But 
it would not be true. The fact is that the Marines ran 
just as fast as everyone else .. .” 

Nor is he above poking a bit of fun at the Marines 
of yesteryear. Speaking of the Leathernecks of the 
Spanish-American War era, he reports, “The proudest 
moment in a recruit’s life was the day he was allowed 
to don his blue dress uniform and swagger out the main 
gate. In many instances it was also the day he received 
the rudest shock of his young life. American civilians,

MBS. WILLIAMS, who began this chronology when she 

worked for Army G-2 during World War II, has 
compiled a remarkably concise account of the world- 
wide fighting. The book consists of a day-by-day sum- 
mary of the fighting, beginning with the attack on Pearl 
Harbor and ending on the day the Japanese surrendered 
aboard the “USS Missouri.” 

Although the book concentrates on ground actions, 
it also covers all of the important sea and air battles, 
plus the battles fought by Allied countries, 

The book is arranged chronologically—veterans of 
that war who want to know what their outfit was doing 
on a certain day can find out easily. The 98-page index 
is, in effect, an account of the war as it was fought by 
specific units. I could trace my division (the 95th)

“No matter how much you care 
about musie,” he said, “there are 
times when’ you simply get sick 
of it and don’t want to hear any 
more for.a long, long time.” 

And who would disagree? 


“But,” added one of the world’s 
finest and most famous musi- 
cians, “nausie has a way of bring- 
ing you back in. The best cure 
I've found for too much music is 
more music.” 

I hope this makes sense to you. 
Having heard some pretty hor- 
rible music recently, live and on 
record, I think I understand what 
the man was saying. 


My good music tonic consist- 
ed of new records by pianist 
Teddy Wilson, pianist Billy 
Taylor, and guitarist Wes Mont- 
gomery. 

The Wilson set is called “And 
Then They Wrote” and consists 
of songs written by a dozen fa- 
mous jazz pianists (Columbia 
8238). Wilson’s relentlessly 
melodic, non-nonesense approach 
to each song is as always and he 
gets fine support from Major 
Holley on bass and drummer 
Bert Dahlander. Dahlander is an 
extremely rare drummer for two 
reasons: he can keep time and he 
does not play too loud. Elling- 
ton’s “Sophisticated Lady” has 
seldom had it as good and Teddy 
also wraps up such good old ones 
as Jampes P. Johnson’s “If I 
Could Be With You” and Earl 
Hines’ “Rosetta” with good time, 
warmth, imagination and taste. 

Wilson is not the most fashion- 
able pianist in jazz today (some 
hopelessly square “hippies” con- 
sider his playing “dated” and I 
have nothing but pity for them) 
but no doubt he will still be play- 
ing musie superbly when most 
all of the currently fashionable 
ones are mere names in a record 
discography. There is nothing 


spectacular about this LP, nor is - 


it Wilson’s best record by a long 
shot, but it will meet the test of 
time. 

“Billy Tayler Uptown” (Ri- 
verside 12-319) is very good, 
toe. Like Wilson, Taylor does 
net confuse the piano with a 
drum: and is concerned with 
touch and tone.

HO ARE THE 100 pioneers, inventors, and scientists te 
k whom photography is most indebted for progress in 
the field? An attempt to find out, on an international basis, 


is now being made under the di- 
rection of Dr. Louis Walton Sipley, 
director of the American Museum 
of Photography and general chair- 
man of the committee of selection. 

Those finally picked will be hon- 
red in a Photography Hall of 

ame that will be the principal 
eature of the museum’s projected 

ew quarters in New York City. 
The institution is now located in 
Philadelphia. 

After these have been picked, 
the committee will turn its atten- 
— to the selection of names of 
eading practitioners of some form 
or phase of photography or photo- 
technology, and important contribu- 
tors to the development of the in- 
dustry. 

The idea was conceived by Dr. 
Sipley as a simple act of gratitude 
to those who have made possible 
photography’s present world-wide 
status. During an intensive study 
in the history of photography over 
two decades, Dr. Sipley has noted 
that the tendency of most historians 
has been to overemphasize that 
area most familiar to the author 
and to gloss over or even to omit 
major contributions from other 
areas 

“Since there is, therefore, no 
truly international history of pho- 
tography and no single world his- 
torian who is expert in every 
phase,” Dr. Sipley says, “it 
seemed appropriate to invite the 
greatest experts in the world to 
participate in a world tribute to 
the greatest contributors to pho- 
tography’s development and its 
application to our social, econom- 
ie and technological life.” 

The selection committee is com- 
prised of five groups, each respon- 
sible for nominations from a spe- 
cific geographical area, namely, the 
United States and Canada, the Brit- 
ish Isles, France, Germany, and a 
general group that includes all 
countries not represented in the 
other four. 

The names listed will be submit 
ted to all the members of the com- 
mittee of selection for rating of in- 
dividual nominees. It is expected 
that each member will submit be- 
tween 20 and 25 names from his 
¢ountry or area and that the final 
total of nominees will be about 150. 
From these it is probable, Dr. Sip- 
ley says, that the 100 names hav- 
ing the highest rating will be 
picked in the first group of selec- 
tions for the Hall of Fame.

canine apparel” (sort of blankets 
that strap on) that “allows for 
full action” and “provides full 
chest protection.” These come in 
solid colors or plaids, equipped 
with real pockets, and sell for 
$3.95 up. 

For rainy-day protection you 
can equip your dog with bright 
red rubber boots for about $2.25. 
Different sizes are available. 

I was also intrigued by a “dog 
chew stick” that “won’t stick or 
stain rugs or furniture” and is 
made by “an exclusive process that 
retains the natural flavor of beef.” 
This, the package blurb says, is 
harmless if swallowed. 

Best of the display, though, was 
a “pooch pacifier,” a hambone- 
scented bone of nylon, that comes 
in various sizes, including petite 
and wolf size.

That’s as far as I got when the 
owner, Calvin Hartman, arrived. 
Seeing the woman and her poodle 
waiting, he suggested to me, 
“Why don’t you go back and talk 
with Mrs. Hartman and have a 
look at the bathtub?” 

I found Mrs. Hartman, a good- 
looking woman with smooth 
blonde hair, giving a silky gray 
poodle the “bolero clip.” 

Poodles get clips according to 
their conformations, Mrs. Hart- 
man explained. It is possible to 
give a poodle a different shape 


— like more long-legged, or 
shorter-middled or whatever 
seems desirable — by the kind 


of clip he gets. Some of the 
basic patterns are called “Town 
and Country,” “Sporting,” “Roy- 
al Dutch,” “English Saddle” and 
“Continental.” 

To keep a poodle looking well- 
groomed, he should be clipped at 
least once a month. .But, Mrs. 
Hartman said, some owners wait 
six to eight weeks. The dog she 
was working on gets a clipping 
every two weeks, she said. De- 
pending on the style of the clip 
and the size of the animal, a dog 
haircut costs between $7.50 and 
$35. It takes three hours. 

Included in the cost of the clip 
is a good brushing, a bath with 
cream shampoo and cream rinse 
and a session under the electric 
dryer. The clipping is done with 
a regular man’s electric shaver and 
finished by hand with scissors. 
That’s the basic job. 

Luxuries can be added — like 
a manicure for $1, or a tint job to 
match an owner’s costume or decor 
for a party. For this Mrs. Hart- 
man uses only pure. vegetable 
dyes that rinse out and do not 
harm the dog. Pale blue and pink 
are the most popular tints, she 
said. The price is $15. 

The final touch, to make the 
dogs feel really .wonderful when 
they leave, is a good spraying with 
a floral-scented perfume.

FUNDS for the operation of the 
rest center come from the Area of 
the District of Columbia Officers 
Recreation Reserve Welfare Fund 
(ADCORR), a  nonappropriated 
fund activity under the jurisdiction 
of the Military District of Washing- 
ton. 

No taxpayer money is involved. 
The welfare funds are generated 
through profits from the Army and 
Air Force post exchanges. 

The Point Lookout Rest Center 
is located at the tip of the Mary- 
land peninsula, where the Potomac 
River flows into Chesapeake Bay. 
The rambling frame building, for- 
merly the Cavalier Hotel, original- 
ly built in 1929 for the purpose of 
attracting Washington’s diplomatic 
set. The idea never caught on, and 
through the years the hotel was not 
a financial success. It was purchas- 
ed for use as a rest center on 24 
July 1959, and since then, under 
the management of CWO3 Donald 
C. Rader, and his assistant MSgt 
Frank C. McDonald, the three-story 
building has been redecorated, re- 
furnished and installed with a 
sprinkler system.

Slowly add combined 1 cup sugar, 
1% tablespoons flour, salt, % tea- 
spoon (each) orange and lemon 
rind. Beat until fluffy. Beat in 
eggs and egg white, one at a time. 
Cream and add % teaspoon vanilla. 

Pour most of cheese filling into 
baked shell. To avoid spilling, set 
filled pie shell on oven rack and 
add rest of filling from a cup. Bake 
at 450 degrees for seven minutes, 
or until golden. Then reduce heat 
to 200 degrees and bake 15 minutes 
more (it. will be puffy and set). 
Cool on cake rack away from drafts. 
It will shrink and may crack some 
as it cools. 

Next, arrange washed, hulled and 
well-drained strawberries over en- 
tire surface of cooled pie. Spoon 
cooled, melted jelly over berries 
and refrigerate until needed.

In 4th Army Meet 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. — Brooke Army Medical 
Center won the 1960 Fourth Army track and field champion- 


ship here last weekend after 
by the Fort Sill Cannoneers. 

The Comets took the champion- 
ship with a total of 84 points to 
Si!l’s 79. Fort Bliss was third with 
402 points. 

Brooke received an additional 
honor when quarter-miler Dave 
Roberson was chosen by the 
coaches as the outstanding perform- 
er of the meet. 

Roberson became the first man 
in the Army to run the Olympic 
qualifying time in the quarter- 
mile when he came home in 47.6 
twice, in the prelims and again in 
the finals.

GUNS and 
SHOOTING. 








By COL. CHARLES ASKINS 


The greatest firearms inventor the world has ever 
known was John M. Browning. The Utah National Guard, 
last month, dedicated a new armory at Ogden, home base of 
the Browning clan, to the memory of the great inventor. 
The place will be known hereafter as the John M. Browning 


Armory. 

One large room just off the main 
entrance houses the John M. Brown- 
ing Museum. 
This museum 
holds more of 
the original 
models of the 
inventive genius 
than any other 


place in the 
world. 
It is alto- 


gether fitting 
and proper that 
the military Z 
should name an ASKINS 
armory after 

this man. He gave the Army its 
best .30 caliber machine gun, its 
best .50 caliber machine gun, its 
best .30 caliber automatic rifle and 
its best sidearm. We have fought 
three wars with them and if we en- 


tered the fourth tomorrow the 
foursome would be in the very 
thick of it. 


No general nor coterie of gen- 
erals has ever affected the outcome 
of the battle like this small town 
gunsmith who never saw an en- 
gagement at arms. However, des- 
pite his successes in the martial 
field he is best known for his re- 
markable contribution to the realm 
of the hunting firearm. 

During his exceedingly active 72 
years, Browning secured 128 
patents covering a total of 70 com- 
plete and distinct firearms. He 
covered the waterfront, developed 
rifles, shotguns and pistols, every 
thing from the peewee .22 to the 





stil very much alive after 65 years, 
and any number have now surpass- 
ed the half-century mark. So ver- 
satile was the man he developed 
single - shot, double - barrel, lever 
action, pump action self-loading 
and full automatic rifles and shot- 
guns. Some of his weapons func- 
tioned on the recoil principle, us- 
ing long-recoil, others short-recoil 
and some few were simple blow- 
back. Depending on the circum- 
stances and the need he successful- 
ly adapted breechbolts which lock- 
ed by sliding wedges, others with 
rotating bolts and still others with 
vertical locks. An extraordinary 
man, this Browning! 

He was not an engineer. He 
never saw the inside of a college. 
He was the son of a gun-taker, 
Jonathan Browning. He was pas- 
sionately devoted to weapons and 
hunting. Had he shown a bent in 
that direction he might well have 
been a second Edison, or a Ford or 
an Einstein. He had the genius 
for it. Instead he fathered the 
American firearms industry and 
was happy in doing it. 

The Winchester lever action 
rifles are his and the most sturdy 
of all Winchester pump-action scat- 
terguns, the Model 97, was a Brown- 
ing gun. The Remington Model 11 
autoloading shotgun, the pump-ac- 
tion hammerless .22 rifles by both 
Winchester and Remington, as well 
as the present-day Savage-Stevens 
Model 620 pump gun are Brown- 





ings. The entire line of Colt auto 
pistols sprang from the fertile 
Browning imagination.

EVERY WORTHWHILE im-| 
provement in lever action rifles | 
from 1886 to the present moment is 
directly traceable to his basic pat 
ents.

tion .30-30. It is a Browning brain- 
child to the last nut and bolt. At- 
tributable to him is the first suc- 
cessful semi-auto highpowered 
rifle; and the first successful pump- 
action repeating shot gun. 

He also developed the first com- 
pletely successful self-loading shot- 
gun. This was 60 years ago and 
today the gun still outsells all the 
newfangled automatics on the mar- 
ket. His line of automatic pistols 
(Colt’s) were the first successful 
self-loaders made in America and 
between the output here plus those 
manufactured by the Belgian firm, 
Fabrique Nationale, it is believed 
more were produced than the com- 
bined efforts of all other auto pis- 
tol makers the world around. 

After 50 years of continuous us- 
age the standard sidearm of our 


military forces remains the .45 
Model of 1911. A Browning. Close 
to four million have now been 
made.

THE OVERLAND TRAIN in a 
diesel-powered version exists.

FORT BENNING, Ga.—With the 
Army’s new M-60 machine gun 
slated to replace all ground 
mounted caliber .30 machine guns 
now in use in the Infantry battle 
groups beginning this summer, stu- 
dents of the Army Infantry 
School’s officers basic course are 
receiving instruction in the new 
weapon and firing it at Benning. 

The Machine Gun Committee of 
the school has added 200 of these 
improved arms to its arsenal, and 
officers of IOBC No. 16 have fired 
the weapons on Wagner Range for 
the first time in regularly sched- 
uled class use. 

Welcomed by the Army for sev- 
eral reasons, the M-60 is “easier to 
teach because of its simpler de- 
sign,” according to Maj. Loren R.

Increased sustained fire capabil- 
ity is possible with the M-60 be- 
cause of a new “quick change bar- 
rel which can be changed in a 
matter of seconds,” Capt. John W.

Army Studies 
Resettlement 
In Ryukyus 


SAN FRANCISCO—The Depart- 
ment of the Army this week an- 
nounced the signing of a contract 
with Stanford Research Institute 
of Menlo Park, Calif., for a survey 
of the natural resources of Iriomote 
Island, 250 miles southwest of 
Okinawa in the Ryukyu Islands 
chain. 

The contract was negotiated by 
Headquarters, Sixth Army, San 
Francisco, on behalf of the De- 
partment of Army, in accordance 
with specifications provided by the 
United States Civil Administration 
of the Ryukyu Islands, an agency 
of the Department of the Army. 

Announcement of the signing of 
the contract was made in Naha, 
Okinawa by Brig. Gen. John G. 
Ondrick, U.S. Civil Administrator. 

The American surveyors will fol- 
low on the heels of a Japanese 
team which recently submitted an 
oral report to Gen. Ondrick and his 
staff. The team studied the agri- 
cultural potential of Iriomote, and 
gave preliminary confirmation of 
reports that 40,000 to 50,000 per- 
sons of the overcrowded Ryukyus 
could be settled there during the 
next 20 to 30 years. 

Iriomote has been described as 
the Ryukyus’ “Sleeping Treasure 
Island.” 

“The purpose of the survey,” 
Ondrick said, “is to develop ac- 
curate information on resources, 
their economic potential and the 
facilities needed for their utiliza- 
tion. 

“From this information — and 
that to be formally submitted by 
the team—will come plans for the 
development and resettlement of 
the Ryukyus’ second largest and 
most sparsely settled island—less 
than 4000 people on 105 square 
miles.”
